Tho officials here knew tho strong­ 
hold of the boxers was in the Chinese 
city aud if the allies were to attempt to 
force their way through it into the Tar­ 
tar city, in which the legation com­ 
pounds arc loeated, might mean a great 
loss of life and possibly defeat? 
It was also known that the imperial 
troops which have sided with the boxers 
were, many of them in or near the Chi­ 
nese city and that much of the artillery 
aud rifle fire which had been poured 
into the legations has been from the 
wall separating the two cities.

$25,000 to be given away

IS. — W ith the 
arm ies at Pekin an d rite legationera res­ 
cued, it can be stated th at tile Amentum 
adm inistration considers that one of its 
most 
essential 
purposes 
has 
been 
achieved, and it now rem ains only to 
carry out w ith unswerving fidelity the 
purposes already clearly defined by this 
government. 
Although these purposes 
were made known some weeks ago in 
Secretary H ay’s note of July, they now 
assume special importance in the light 
of the work to Ive taken up. 
Four d is-1 
tinct purposes were laid down in this 
declaration, viz: 
“ The purpose of the president is, as 
heretofore, to aet concurrently w ith the 
other powers, first in opening up com­ 
munication w ith Pekin and rescuing the 
American 
officials 
missionaries 
and 
other Americans who are in danger. 
Secondly, in affording all 
possible' 
protection everywhere 
in China 
to 
American life aud property. 
Thirdly, 
in guarding and protecting all le g it­ 
im ate American interests, and fourthly, 
in aiding to prevent the spread of dis­ 
orders to other provinces of the empire 
and a recurrence of such disasteis. 
It can bo stated authoritatively that 
the foregoing declarations staud exactly 
as they did on the day they were eu u n d a t­ 
ed. 
The government considers the fir-t 
purposes enumerated, namely, “opening 
up of communications w ith Pekin and 
rescuing the American officials, mission 
aries and other Americans who are in 
danger,” now achieved. 
There may be 
details of this rescue still to be carried 
out, but no doubt is entertained that the 
rescue will be accomplished. 
That leaves three rem aining purposes 
set forth still to lie carried out, aud these 
are chiefly in the line of restoring order, 
“quiet and security to the disturbed 
country.” 
The intention of this governm ent as 
to the w ithdraw al of troops from China 
cannot be stated at this time and any 
statem ent bearing on this point is .con­ 
jectural. 
The fact is, the m ilitary sit­ 
uation at Pekin is yet to be d early de­ 
veloped by advices from those on the 
ground. 
W hat course is to be adopted 
concerning the troops will depend largely 
upon these advices and upon the exigen­ 
cies of the situation. 
It is stated that there can be no im ­ 
mediate w ithdraw al of troops that have 
been operating in China, at least to the 
extent of givtug them an opportunity 
to rest and recuperate. 
Fresh forces 
will guard the line of communication 
between Pekin and the seacoast. 
U ntil 
information is received from Minister 
Conger and General Chaffee no definite 
steps will be taken in the negotiations 
for carrying out the purposes of this 
governm ent in China. 
It will depend 
upon advices from these officials as to 
where aud when such negotiations will 
lake place.

Shanghai, Aug. 18.—The genpral a t­ 
tack on Pekin began Aug. 15, in the 
morning. 
The enemy obstinately re­ 
sisted.
